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POSSIBILITES OF POTATO -
GROWING IN BOX BUTTE ’
COUNTY
As Related o Future of City
and Country ’
{By John W. Thomas)

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Alllance
county? For many

years Alliance has been the leading
city of northwestern Nebraska and
our sister village of Hemingford, sur-
rounded by a fine agricultural coun-
try. has been well termed “The best
town of its size in the state."

A number of thinegs have combined
to place Alllance In the lead of
neighboring towns Being centrally
located to a large and prosperous
ranch country; being a rallroad town,
with machine ghops, & main line div-
iglon point, the terminus of an Im-
portant branch; and with fine trans-
portation facllities, it is not at all
gurprising that she has forged ahead
of her rivals, But will she be ahle
to hold her lead?

Let us look around: And when we
apeak of looking nround we naturally
turn our eayes towards the North
Platte river and turning it onto the
adjacent land has changed an almost
barren country to a veritable garden
and caused the desert to blossom as
the rose. Valuable crops, requiring
many people to handle them, are be-
ing grown where formerly there were
no cultivated crops and only a few
people resided The North Platte
valley has already become famous as
the “American Valley of the Nile."
Towns have sprung up and are forg-
ing to the front in such A manner
that It behoover Alliance to look well
to her laurels as the metropolis of
western Nebraska

Is it possible to develop Box Butte
county sufficlently to support a pop-
ulation as large as the counties cross-
ed by the North Platte river? Yes,
How?

For a year or more past there has
been a good deal of talk concerning
irrigating In this county by the use
of centrifugal pumps. The table
land of western Nebraska is im-
mensely fertile. It is conceded that,
with plenty of water, It is generally
more fertile than the valley land of
this section. It I8 hard to conjecture
what amount of stuff might be rals-
ed in a table land county, such as
Box Butte, with ample irrigation.
But there are some difficulties in the
way of pump irrigation that must be
overcome before it can be made an
assured success, 8o let us leave irri-
gation out of our conslderation of
thig subject for the present and look
at something that we know is easily
within reach.

With less than two per cent of the
tillable land of Box Butte county
planted to potatoes last year, there
was grown, without irrigation, a
third of a million dollars' worth of
{gpuds, about one-gixth or one-geventh
lof the value of the great sugar beet
[erop of the North Platte valley in
Seotts Bluff and Morrill counties, Ne-
braska, and Goshen county, Wyom-
ing, grown under the expense of ir-
[llgannn. Dollar for dollar, there
| was much more profit to the potato
| growers of Box Butte county than to
| the best growers of the North Platie
valley
| Suppose that instead of a little
more than 5,000 acres of Box Butte
| county land having been planted to
| potatoes, there had been 45,000
| aeres planted, which is less than one-
tenth of the county, the value of the
|crnp would have equalled or exceed-
od the value of the sugar beet crop
jof any Nebraska or Wyoming county,
and the expense of growing and
handling would have been much
[1ess. Suppose that one-fifth or one-
fourth of the land of Box Butte ecun-
ty had been planted to potatoes, the
|value of the crop would have run
'away up into the millions of dollars.
! The above is not merely a day
dream. The proposition I8 possible
and probable of realization in the
years to come. The one thing that
the potato growers of this county
have had to fear more than anything
elge is low prices. It has been dem-
onstrated that with the right kind of
seed and under the proper cultiva-
tion a fair to good crop is assured,
but occasionally the price has gone
down to a point that has made the
growing of potatoes unsatisfactory
